doxed her three little girla," waa a telephone 
message recoivod at tho police headquarters in 
thiacity ahortly beforo noon yesterday. At a 
quarter aftor 12 the patrol wagon returned, 
bringing a Polaok woman named Lon'a Chew- 
anik (given by some as Zimbricl;) •'living at 4GO 
Sixth street. Her'hands woro • smeared with 
blood, and tho front-of'her dross was dyod in 
joro. 
A eatanic smile played about her 


mouth, and her whole appowance waa that of1 


an insane person. .' Sha was fair-haired; young, 
and her features :»era -not repulsive. Sho ia 
about five foot three inches high. Over her head 
wa» a bed quilt, "and when sho had been 
jlaced bofore-theflroiu '.the woman's'.'ward, 
nbo told a part-of her story in broken German. 
Sho statod that her husband, John Chowanik, 
was employed at the Milwaukee Bridge com- 


•'stoamship Cimbria, tho Cimbria's light* wore 
all burning properly. The. broach mado by 
(ho collision was so groat that tho Cimbria im- 
'rnediately lay over, with'a portion of her dock 
under water. The thirty-nino persons brought 
into'Cuax Haven had boon occupants of .two 
boats. Tho othor seventeen persons saved 
wore brought in by tho.Theta. 


• LONDON, Jan. 24,— Proofs of the Hamburg. 
papers received here show that the Cimbria 
was struck forty feet from nor bow. After1. 
making tho breach the Sultan scraped along 
tho .Cimbria and completely rolled up her iron 
plates. It is evident that the blow must havo 
been a tremendous ono. Tho papers printed a 
brief report of tho statement made by the Sul- 
tan's captain before tho British consul, giving 
tho part laying tho blamo on the Cimbria in 
largo type, with notes of exclamation. One of 
the boats rescued by theTheta containedthirty- 
•eight persons, tha uthsr only nine. The' latter 
'had been tossing about nine- hours and was 
water-logged.
